With the passing of Dierich C. Men- 


sing Sunday evening at his home on 
Irwindale avenue, the San Gabriel 
valley lost one of tho most esteemed 
and respected pioneers. Born at Bre- 
men, Germany, sixty-five years ago, 
Mr. Mensing came to the United States 
in 1857, and after having lived in 
Cleveland, San Francisco and the Ha- 
waiian Islands for several years; he 
came to Irwindale and located upon 
the ranch which has since been his 
home. The year previous, 1875, he 
was married at Newhall to Miss Meta 
Egbers, 
whom he 
had 
previously 


known in Germany. Since the death 
of Mrs. Mensing, which occurred about 
two years ago, her sister, Mrs. Betty 
Wehmann, and niece, Miss Meta Weh- 
mann of Brooklyn, New York, have 
made their home with Mr. Mensing 
and attended him in his last illness, 
which was of but a week's duration. 


The funeral service, which was con- 


ducted at the residence at 2 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon by the Rev. Her- 
bert E. Weaver of the English Luther- 
an Church of Los Angeles, was large- 
ly attended by the friends and neigh- 
bors, who desired to pay their last 
respects to one whose greatness of 
character had been shown in their 
midst for more than half a lifetime. 
Miss Irene Wadey and two other solo- 
ists of Los Angeles were assisted in 
the rendering of the musical numbers 
by N. D. Mussey of Covina. 


Mr, Mensing was one of the veri-

UNWELCOME BUSINESS. 


Establishment of 
Immense Powder 


Plant Near San Dimas Creates 


Uneasiness. 


News of a rather startling nature 


comes to the Argus this week relat- 
ing to the purchase of 33 acres of land 
between Glendora and 
San 
Dimas 


and near the la'ter town, by the Giant 
Powder Company of Giant, California, 
and of Sat* Francisco, which will be 
used for the establishment of an im- 
mense powder plant. The information 
contains the fact that this company 
will immediately erect a powder mag- 
azine that will manufacture and have 
on hand as much as 60,000 or 100,000 
pounds of giant powder and dyna- 
mite. 


The land, it is said, has been pur- 


chased from the Glendora Land Com- 
pany. Little is yet known about the 
plans of the company, but the few 
people who have learned of the pro- 
posed business enterprise are begin- 
ning already to oppose its establish- 
ment. The plant, it is thought, will 
be a great detriment to the growth of 
the community in that section, be- 
sides always being a menace from 
the danger of keeping such an im- 
mense amount of explosives on hand. 
It is thought by citizens tbat there 
can be no real reason for maintaining 
such a plant within proximity to 
dwellings, inasmuch as there Is a 
chance to put it in a thousand places
